'Without these hearings the 
Planning Commission, lacking 
a crystal ball, would not be 
in a position to learn this. It 
is essential that the citizens do 
this from time to time, for in 
these days of rapid change in 
habits and desires on the part 
of everyone, a Planning Com¬ 
mission is prone to plan in 
favor of the obvious changing 
trends. This inclination, as is 
the case in Sierra Madre, is 
not always the desire of the 
local citizenry.

Home to be Held Tonight 


An overflow crowd is expect¬ 
ed to be present tonight when 
the City Planning Commission 
meets in City Hall at 8 o’clock 
for the second hearing on the 
Bateman-Howarth request for a 
variance to operate a boys’ 
home at 700 Acacia. 

The request to establish the 
home which would house 20 
boys between the ages of 6-12 
who are wards of Juvenile 
Court under classification “B”, 
has aroused great public inter¬ 
est and has caused residents 
living in the area of the pro¬ 
posed home to circulate a pe¬ 
tition against the granting of 
s^ch a variance. 

Mr. Bateman who has the 
title of Director of Ministry of 
the Juvenile Court Inc. by per¬ 
mission of the Juvenile Court 
and Juvenile Probation Depart¬ 
ment has had many years of 
experience in welfare work and 
has served in the Kurn Hattin 
Home, Westminister, Vermont; 
The Swedish Christian Orphan¬ 
age, Cromwell, Connecticut; 
The Juvenile Detention Home, 
Chicago; The Boys’ and Girl’s 


Aid Society, Pasadena and 
Minister of Christian Educa¬ 
tion, Lincoln Avenue Presby¬ 
terian Church, proponents of 
his plan point out. 

H. Noel Deutsdh, 341 Acacia, 
spokesman for a group of prop¬ 
erty owners opposing the Bate¬ 
man plan, base their opposi¬ 
tion on the premise that Sierra 
Madre is a residential area and 
that the best interests of the 
children and community would 
not be served if the variance 
is issued. Mr. Deutsch has re¬ 
viewed the overcrowded public 
school situation; the possible 
deflation of property values in 
the vicinity of the proposed 
boys’ school and the danger 
of bringing 20 boys with ques¬ 
tionable backgrounds into the 
community. 

The vote of the City Planning 
Commission held Feb. 10 re¬ 
sulted in a tie, and the matter 
was held over for further 
study. 

After the hearing the meet¬ 
ing will be devoted to further 
discussion of the new zoning 
ordinance.

To the City Planning Commission, the City Council, 
and the People of Sierra Madre: 

AN OPEN LETTER 


Tonight, Thursday, at a regular meeting, the City Planning 
Commission is to decide whether or not a variance should be 
granted to permit the establishment of a Home on the Ho- 
warth property at 700 Acacia Street for boys who are wards 
of the Juvenile Court. At a hearing on February 10; in sub¬ 
sequent advertisements we have paid for, and in letters to the 
editors of the NEWS we have tried to bring to you our feelings 
in the matter which result in our plea to the Planning Com¬ 
mission to deny the variance. Now, we would like to sum¬ 
marize those ideas and answer some of the arguments that 
have been advanced in favor of the variance. WE ARE IN 
COMPLETE SYMPATHY WITH CHILDREN WHO NEED 
HOMES AND GUIDANCE, BUT WE DO NOT FEEL THAT 
THE PROPOSED LOCATION IS THE RIGHT PLACE. 

First, we would like to point out very definitely that the senti¬ 
ment expressed here and in previous articles are the senti¬ 
ments of a large group of property owners, citizens of Sierra 
Madre, including almost all of the people adjacent to or 
near the proposed location. Because we asked Mr. Noel 
Deutsch to act as the spokesman for the group, some people 
have seemed to get the impression that this is just his per¬ 
sonal problem. All of us are vitally concerned over this 
matter and several of us have signed this letter representing 
the committee as a whole. We, and many others, are shar¬ 
ing the cost of this advertising space. 

In previous publicity, we have already mentioned several rea¬ 
sons for our objection to the variance. There is a real and 
distinct fire hazard involving, not only the occupants of the 
proposed institution, but the entire upper part of Sierra 
Madre. Our schools are already overcrowded and under¬ 
staffed. These boys would add to that overcrowding at the 
expense of all of us who pay taxes. The proposed institution 
would be a tax-free operation. t Services required for the 
maintenance of the institution would increase the traffic bur¬ 
den on the adjoining streets which are narrow and without 
sidewalks. This would increase the accident hazard for the 
many small children already in the neighborhood who must 
use those streets. 

The presence of an institution in the proposed location which 
is strictly a single residence zone, would depreciate the value 
of the property of all of us who are adjacent or close. If 
is very generous of Mr. Lee Shippey and others to suggest . 
that we be less concerned about property values. Neither 
Mr. Shippey or any others we have heard follow this view 


are close residents to the property in question.' Mr- Shippey 
mentions his son who has children. They plo not live close 
either and they do not send their children to the Sierra 
Madre Public Schools, where they would be in every day 
contact with the boys from the "Home". The same is true 
of Dr.. Shaper whose children attend a Church-Sponsored 
School in Pasadena. 

In another newspaper, Dr. Shaper is quoted as saying that 
Mr. Bateman was well thought of by authorities in Juvenile 
Work and had been named a director for Ministry to Children 
of the Juvenile Court, which includes clerics, doctors, and con¬ 
sultants, because of his record. It is interesting to note in the 
official files of Los Angeles County that "Ministry to Children 
of the Juvenile Court" is the name chosen for a non-profit 
corporation formed for the purpose of receiving gifts and 
grants and to carry out charitable and religious work THERE 
ARE ONLY THREE DIRECTORS NAMED, EDWARD BATE¬ 
MAN, FRANCES BATEMAN AND ROSE BAESSLOR. "Min¬ 
istry to Children ' is a high sounding name, and undoubtedly 
has lofty ideals, but it is not a part of the court, and the 
directors named themselves to their positions. The clerics 
and doctors mentioned are merely an advisory board. 

In Mr. Shippey's column he makes reference to the former 
children's home which was located in Sierra Madre. The cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the children who were there were 
entirely different than the ones for the proposed home. Our 
schools are more crowded that: they were when that home 
was established. There is little question in our minds that if 
even that home had wanted to move into Mr. Shippey's 
neighborhood, or any other strictly -residential area, they 
would have met strong opposition of the nearby property 
owners. 

Mr. Shippey mentions the proposed location as a thirty six 
acre ranch. Apparently, in all his years in Sierra Madre, he 
has never looked closely at the property which consists of 
about thirty three acres of gullies and mountain and about 
three acres of usable ground. 

WE REPEAT OUR STAND THAT THE PRO¬
